A markedly higher percentage of juvenile 
offenders in the study area were between the 

ages of ten and thirteen. Fifty-six percent of 
the local offenders were in this age group, while 
this was true of only forty percent of the 
offenders in the Region as a whole. 

Forty-four percent of the offenders in the 

study area were members of single parent families, 
while this was true of thirty-eight percent of 
the offenders in the entire Region.
